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Town Council 


Meeting 


Council meeting was held Tuesday 
night in the Town Hall with the May- 
or, four councillors and Sec. Treas. 
present. Decision was made to hold 
the Annual Meeting on Friday, Feb. 1 
It was pointed out that this was the 
first time that the meeting had not 
been held in January, but owing to 
pressure of business on the auditors, 
and their consequent late arrival, the 


financial statement could not be 
ready earlier. 
Town property was again in de- 


mand, and four lots were sold, while 
a bylaw to regain five lots currently 
under Tax Recovery proceedings in 
order that they may be resold was 
given first and second readings. 

An application for some acreage at 
the west of town, to be bought at a re- 
duced price since the topsoil had been 
removed, was turned down, but a 
piece of slough land in the same area 
was sold. 

Application to buy six lots behind 
the skating ring by an auctioneer 
was turned down on the grounds that 
it would not prove a suitable site in 
cown for an auction yard, and an al- 
ternative site was proposed. A mo- 
tion followed that the Council was 
not in favor of the erection of auction 
sale yards, feed lots ete., in the town 
area. 

A resolution of the Calgary Council 
pointing out that in British Columbia. 
the province shouldered a much grea- 
ter part of the financial burden, and 
asking that the Alberta Provincial 
Government follow suit, was  endor- 
sed. 


A group of recommendations from 
the Safety Committee of the Lion's 
Club was received, and checked. It 
was pointed out that most of the 
points were already covered by town 
by-laws, and in some other cases, the 
responsibility was not that of the 
town. Interest was accorded them 
however, and an invitation to attend 
the council meeting with further it- 
ems is to be forwarded. 

The Fire Chief was authorized to 
buy suitable protective mitts for the 
brigade. 

Arrangements will be made _ to 
check the build up of ice at the foot of 
the skating rink, and it was recom- 
mended that the watering system be 
rearranged. When the amount of 
water pouring into the lots at rear of 
the rink was mentioned, a suggestion 
was made that in the future’ these 
lots might be banked slightly in the 
fall, and provide admirable skating 
for some of the smaller children who 
are often roughly treated on the main 
sheet.

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Propose Large Unit Municipal Hospital

Representatives of municipalities, 
towns and villages centering on Cal- 
gary gathered in the Council Cham- 
bers of the City Hall Thursday last to 
look into the possibilities of combin- 
ing to form a large municipal hospit- 
al district. The intention would be to 
come under the heading of assistance 
from the province by securing suffic- 
ient population in the area covered. 

Areas proposed to be included were; 
as shown on the map alongside, Okot- 
oks, ov the boundary, would be includ- 
ed, My 

Acme and Beiseker had represent- 
atives present, who declined to enter 
the arrangement on the strength of 
their efforts towards building their 
own hospital locally. 

The proposal of the present was 
that such a hospital, if it materialized 
be built on the outskirts of Calgary 
where specialists in the feild of med- 
icine and surgery could be easily and 
quickly oltained if necessary. It was 
pointed out that establishment of 
such an institution would in no way 
interfere with the rural doctors--for 
any cases needing hospitalization are 
already sent to the city and this step 
would only be continuance.

OTTAWA, Jan. 18—Ceiling prices 
for complete ranges of six makes af 
passenger automobiles have been re- 
tablished at 1941 prices with “minor 
adjustments to cover certain improve- 
ments incorporated in the 1946 mod- 
els,” the Prfcés Board announced last 
night. 

The’ board’s statement said increas- 
es in the case of lower-priced cats av- 
eraged $15 to $25. 

The ceiling prices covered Plymouth 
deluxe, Dodge deluxe, Chevrolet Style- 
master, Pontiac Fleetleader, Chrysler 
Royal and De Soto custom. 

A Prices Board spokesman said that 
so far these were the only makes for 
which applications had been made for 
price ceilings. Ceilings for others 
would be made as soon as applications 
were received. 

(In Washington prices for Plymouth 
Dodge De Soto and Chrysler cars were 
set at an average of 1.8 per cent above 
1942 model prices, plus additional en- 
gineering charges in some cases. Deal- 
ers’ discount margins were also re- 
duced. 
imported Cars ? 

Under board regulations manufact- 
urers and importers must notify deal- 
ers before retail deliveries may be 
made of the maximum retail price for 
the model and the maximum charges 
for options, accessories, transporta- 
tion and handling. 

Commissions, awards or premiums, 
ineluding any used car turned in, must 
form part of the retail selling price for 
the new model. 

While passenger cars are now in 
production in Canada for the first time 
since early 1942 first cars are to go to 
priority users.
